Research into Mousing for Older People 
Research commissioned by South Cambridgeshire District 
Council, is providing new insights into the issue of older 
people's housing. 

Researchers working closely with SCDC, Cambridge City 
Council and Cambridgeshire County Council, with funding 
from NHS England's Healthy New Towns programme, 
suggests there will be major shortages in specialist housing in 
many local authorities in coming years. 

The research uses national data from the Elderly 
Accommodation Counsel (EAC) about the majority of older 
people's housing schemes in England. 

Looking specifically at the local authorities with the highest 
level of supply, the research explored some of the factors 
associated with this, and how future social and demographic 
trends will affect demand for such housing in local areas. 

The research has led to the creation of a new tool called the 
Housing for Older People Supply Recommendations (HOPSR). 
This provides local authorities with recommendations about 
the number of units of age-exclusive housing, specialist 
housing and care beds that will be needed in future years, 
and enables users to test different future scenarios. These 
recommendations are intended to stimulate discussion at a 
local level about how best to meet the needs of an ageing 
population. 

The research revealed that the supply of specialist housing in 
Greater Cambridge will need to be 80% higher by 2035, 
compared to current levels, and with significant increases 
also required in age-exclusive housing and care beds. 

Across England there is a recommendation for an additional 
783,500 units of specialist housing, with 88 per cent of local 
authorities likely to require at least 1,000 additional units.

- HEIDI ALLEN MP - 

Well, the Beast from the East certainly visited us in South 
Cambs at the end of February. I'm ashamed to say I 
couldn't actually get my car off the drive one particularly 
icy day... no lady driver comments please! 

I continue to focus on promoting all the infrastructure 
improvements we need. This includes the new railway 
station at Addenbrooke's, the A428 expressway (Highways 
England must include the Girton interchange as part of this 
project) and the East West Rail link. 

In Parliament, I recently introduced a Bill which aims to 
improve the way the Child Maintenance Service (CMS) 
works, so on 20th February, I met the responsible Minister 
Kit Malthouse MP. 

The CMS took over from the Child Support Agency a few 
years ago and following meetings with constituents, it 
became clear that improvements needed to be made to 
the new CMS. At my request, the Work and Pensions 
Select Committee, of which I am a member, conducted an 
investigation into the way the CMS was working for 
children and their parents. 

My Bill seeks to close the legislative loopholes that allow a 
minority of parents to avoid paying their child maintenance 
and to provide the CMS with stronger enforcement 
powers. If you'd like to read more, please see the headline 
page on my website. 

The Bill will have its Second Reading on the 27th April and 
I am encouraged by the Minister's willingness to work with 
me. 

Sadly, the bad weather meant my last surgery was 
cancelled.

- COUNTY COUNCILLOR'S REPORT - 
Cambridgeshire Library Service is currently delivered by 32 
libraries and 4 mobile library vehicles. It also offers 24/7 online 
access to e-resources [allowing people to reserve books and 
other materials, renew loans, etc.]. More than 2.5million 
people visit its libraries each year. Cambridge Central Library is 
actually the 4th busiest library in the country. The libraries are 
staffed by the equivalent of 118.4 full time staff and benefit 
from the assistance of 911 volunteers. Altogether the service 
has over half a million books available for loan as well as over 
84,000 reference books and 55,000 other items including 
spoken word and e-books. 

Over the past 8 years the library service has become ever 
more resourceful and has made savings of more than 
£4million but whilst it has managed to keep all its libraries 
open, other things like the book fund have suffered. This year 
the Council is hoping to reinstate £230,000 of funding for this 
purpose. This and the need to secure the future viability of the 
service have resulted in suggestions for various ways of 
generating income: room and facility hire, chargeable events 
at some libraries, increasing fees and charges and, most 
controversially, the introduction of charges for computer 
access. The proposal is to introduce a £1 per hour charge for 
computer use by adults [anyone over 18] following an initial 
free half hour. The Council intends to ensure that essential 
online transactions can be carried out free of charge. It is also 
intended that libraries will promote the free courses available 
from the Skills & Learning service to help people develop 
digital skills and to support Job Centre Pius claimants. 

There has been criticism that this change conflicts with one of 
the main objectives of libraries, that of them being a place 
which gives universal access to information and thus helps to 
level inequalities. 

The new rules will come into force in April and the Council will 
review how things are working in September. I would think 
that the review will include a survey of users but in the 
meanwhile please do let me know if you experience problems. 
NHS England is currently asking for information about 
individual experiences of using out of hours dental care. This is 
to help in planning for a new out of hours dental service for 
the County, the contract for which will start from April 2019. If 
you have had a recent experience of using the out of hours 
emergency dental care service and would be willing to share 
the details you can do so at:

Please note there have been a significant 
number of Action Fraud Reports relating to this 
fraud. 

Method - fraudsters cold-call victims, falsely 
claiming to be from the Telephone Preference 
Service. They say for a small one-off charge they can stop 
unwanted calls, including from international call centres. 
Victims are asked to confirm/provide their bank account 
details. 

Result - instead of a one-off charge, victims see 
unauthorised monthly debits deducted from their account. 

If victims attempt to ring the number provided by the 
fraudster, it is unobtainable or requests to cancel the direct 
debit are refused. 

Protect Yourself - there is only one Telephone Preference 
Service (TPS) to opt out of live telesales calls. 

It is FREE to register www.tpsonline.orR.uk and they will 
never make a charge. 

Be wary of providing/confirming personal information, 
especially bank details, during any phone calls you have not 
initiated. 

If you ever have any doubts, hang up. 

Protect Others - fraudsters often target elderly victims so 
keep warning elderly neighbours and family about the 
potential dangers of all cold calls.

everyone 1 . 

** Remember, if it sounds too good to be true, it 
probably is!
